[the Republican Government in the 
north of the country chiefly at 
Chihuahua, So, it will be seen that 
}the Mexican Republic has had’a lot 
of vicissitudes during the past half 
century. At present the Government

It seoma 
strange to us that there should be those 
who are unwilling to recognise the advan- 
tages of vaccination, when's cursory know- 
ledge of old China and the new would 
demonstrate, without the shadow of a 
doubt, that theru has como over the people 
agreat change, When we came to China 
first, we remomber being shocked by the 
number of persons met with every day, in 
the crowded streets, who ore badly dist- 
gured by small-pox. Probably the remem- 
branece is somewhat vague, and perhaps 
exaggerated ; but as we look back it would 
seem as if every tenth persdh wo usod 
to meet in the atreets was more or 
less marked by small-pox. To day 
it is rao indecd that one meets 
with such cages, Tho very rariety of 
eases makes it wcam strange. Thesa ro- 
marks we. did not intend to pen, when we 
commenced, butas they are written thoy 
may a4 well stay. We aro interested in 
knowing that the Chineso officials and the 
police are deeply concerned about small- 
pox, and as this is the soason of the year 
for the appearance of tho scourge amongat 
the Chinese, the officinls have been bring- 
ing special pressure upon those who do 
not yet unlerstand matters, to have their 
children vaccinated... Not only so, but 
carc'is taken fo explain what vaccinativn is, 
and how it isa: preventive. Un tha other 
hand it is explained how small-pox is 
conveyed frum one person to another, and 


at what stage of the disease is deomed most |- 


dangerous to thoes who have to come into 
contact with those who ard suffering, 
Elaborate preparations have been made for.
